Vice Mayor George 
Cotsenmoyer went further: “ We’ve 
got ourselves in a bind, legally, 
morally, ethically and every other 
way.” 


City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
explained that the subdivision was 
only partially completed but curb 
and gutter was installed for the full 
development. In the area of the 
uncompleted 36 homes there is now 
curb and gutter, but no streets The

released the contractor from all 
obligation In the intervening years 
some of the curb and gutter has 
become undermined because of the 
absence of streets to protect them 
from surface water flows. Wahlers 
told the Council.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) — Insisting he will not tolerate conflicts of 
interest. Gov Ronald Reagan has requested the resignation ot his 
administration’s top water pollution official because ot a “ regrettable 
error in judgment" involving outside activities. 
Reagan Monday night asked for the resignation of Kerry Mulligan. 
46. chairman of the California Water Resources Control Board who 
earlier in the day had been accused along with two Los Angeles 
businessmen of attempting to bribe a Honolulu city official 
Reagan said the request for Mulligan’s resignation was “ ir­ 
respective of any allegations or evidence in the Honolulu case 
The governor's office said Reagan took the rare action “ when he 
learned that Mulligan has served as a consultant for a private 
engineering firm which has sought contracts with public agencies 
outside California ’’ 
Reagan later told newsmen after a banquet speech.“ I felt there was 
a regrettable error in judgment that created a conflict of interest " He 


added the private firm conceivably could have been doing business 
with the State of California. 
The governor, who appointed Mulligan to his $26,250 per vear post in 
1969. said he had not yet talked with the chairman Aides said Mulligan 
had not submitted his resignation either 


By the nature of Mulligan s appointment. Reagan had no power to 
fire him He was appointed to a four-vear term which does not expire 
until Jan. 15.1973.

Ziegler refused to characterize 
the nature of the speech beyond 
saying it would be “ a major foreign 
policy announcement ” 
Ziegler told reporters. “ I would 
move with some caution as to what 
you say in your reports prior to the 
President s statement tonight.” But 
high administration officials said 
Nixon was prepared to signal the

Legislators say time running out for coast 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Warning that 
time is running out for the California coast, 
conservationist-minded 
legislators 
have 
introduced bipartisan bills to safeguard the 
nearly 1.100 mile shoreline from haphazard 
development 
The identical $5 million proposals by 
Assemblyman 
Alan Sieroty. 
D-Beverlv 
Hills, and Sen 
Donald L Grunsky. R 
Watsonville, 
would 
regulate 
coastal 
construction 
and 
development 
ranging 
from high rise buildings to dredging to oil 
wells 
Sieroty said, “ time is quickly running out 
for the coast, and we must act now if we 
are to prevent further devastation of this 


most precious natural resource 
This is the third consecutive year that 
stringent controls to preserve the coast 
have been offered in the legislature They 
have been turned down in the past 
But Senate leader Jam es R Mills. D-San 
Diego, predicted that the proposal would 
pass both houses this year 
“ This is simply a m atter. I think, of a 
good idea whose time has come." Mills 
said He was joined in his assessment bv 
D em ocratic 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Bob 
Moretti of Van Nuys. 
The bills were also endorsed by Sen 
Randolph Collier.I) Yreka. chairman of the 
Finance Committee, who was listed as a 


co-author 
of 
Grunsky's 
measure 
In 
addition, five Republicans were named as 
co-authors of the measures. 
Collier represents the north coast area 
and is considered one of the key legislators 
in securing Senate approval of the coastal 
bills. 
Last year, he authored legislation to 
create a separate north coast planning and 
development commission and insisted on 
exemption of two coastal areas in his 
district from Sieroty’s 1971 bill 
Sieroty said that late in the session 
Collier indicated his approval of last year's 
measure although his support was not 
publicly announced 


The assemblym an’s bill died 
in the 
Senate Natural Resources Committee, one 
vote short of approval 
Gov 
Ronald Reagan took no public 
position on Sieroty’s bill last year but is 
expected to support his own measure 
following completion of a comprehensive

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Committee investigates crib deaths 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A Senate subcommittee 
today began exploring the mysterious “crib death” 
disease that each year kills thousands of seemingly 
healthy babies as they sleep 
Medical experts and parents who have suffered the 
shock of suddenly losing an infant were summoned to 
testify at a series of hearings on the rights of children 
Walter F 
Mondale. D-Minn , chairman of the 
subcommitte on children and youth said it was fitting 
to begin with “ the most fundamental right of all— the 
right of a child to live.” 
Later hearings will deal with such topics as 
discrimination against handicapped youngsters and 
unsafe children's f urniture 
First identified as a specific disease in 1969. “ crib 
death" or “ cot death” is estimated to snuff out the 
lives of at least 10,000 infants in the United States each 
year 
In the medical community, the malady is 
usually known as “ sudden infant death svndrome” or 
simply SIDS. 
“ By any name, it is an elusive disease which strikes 
not only the child, but his whole family,” Mondale 


said 
in his opening statement. “ Sometimes the 
victim's parents and brothers and sisters never 
recover from the shock, guilt and self* incriminât ion 
that follow. ” 
In a typical SIDS case. Mondale said, a happv. 
healthy baby is fed and tucked into his crib for the 
night—only to be found dead a few minutes or hours 
later Autopsies fail to reveal a specific cause of 
death 


Mondale quoted a letter from a woman who lost her 
son to SIDS 24 years ago and later was divorced 
“ My ex-husband has told both my daughters that I 
killed the baby," she wrote “ I fed him at 3 a m and 
at 6 a m He was dying when I went in to check on 
him I have seen two psychiatrists but I still have 
terrible guilt feelings " 
How can any mother in a similar situation “ever 
hope to escape the gnawing feeling that she was in 
some way responsible tor that death 
the tortured 
thoughts that if she had only checked one more time, 
that the death could have been prevented?” Mondale 
asked 


Sideshow fakir 100 years old 


MOSCOW (UPI i—Demetrius I 
Longo 
said he spent most of his life swallowing 
swords, walking on nails, drinking molten 
tin and pulling out his eyeballs It did him 
no harm Longo will turn 100 next week 
The Soviet magazine Yunost (Youth > 
said Longo. a “ famous fakir and dervish.” 
is writing memoirs of his long career as a 
sideshow artist in Russian circuses The 
magazine published excerpts from the 
memoirs in connection with Longo’s 100th 
birthday. 
In his heyday, the magazine said. Longo 
“ walked barefoot on burning coals and on 
the points of Persian spears or Turkish 
sabres He lay down on beds of nails, drank 
molten tin and conjured spirits 
"F or him, swallowing a sword was a 
mere trifle 
he could even remove his 
own eyeball and put it back ” 
In his memoirs. Longo revealed the 
secret of sword swallowing—it involves 
feathers and goose fat—and he described 
some of his more spectacular stage tricks 
He also offered a reason for his long life 
“ He says he reached such an incredible 
age because he never feared death.” the 


magazine said 
“ He quoted his favorite 
poet, Omar Khayyam: You will die but 
once so it is not worth worrying about it ” 
Longo said he began his career at the age 
of 11 in the town of Nizhegorodsk where he 
joined a carnival as a roustabout, ticket 
taker and parttime magician 
Later, he 
said, he teamed up with a 9-foot giant and a 
20-inch lady. 
This was in the 1890s. he said, and it was 
about then that he acquired a French- 
speaking parrot named Ara “ Ara was five 
years older than me at the tim e.” he said 
“ He still lives, so that makes him 105 years 
old now ’’ 
Longo, Ara. the giant and the midget 
toured Russian cities with their act. he 
said, and it gradually expanded He once 
had a family of acrobatic cockroaches that 
performed tricks in a miniature play­ 
ground. 
He thrilled audiences in Kharkov by 
conjuring a human fetus in a chemist's 
glass 
beaker, 
causing 
it 
to 
grow 
immediately 
to 
full 
term, 
and 
then 
smashing the beaker to produce a fully 
formed live babv. he said

But he said he never submitted a written 
resignation and O'Brien “ told me not to worry about 
anything.” 
O'Brien now has acted to accept a “ resignation” which 
Lopez said he didn't formally offer Lopez said he received 
notice from O’Brien while he was on sick leave 
The County Employees Assn . meanwhile, has assigned 
its counsel, Gerald Haws, to investigate the ease to 
determine it it can legally intervene Lopez is a member of 
the association 
The Lopez matter is the fourth ot a series ot personnel 
cases whieh have erupted in the marshal’s office in recent 
years, and which gained attention ot the employes group 
Haws said he is investigating to see it a complaint can be 
made against O’Brien through the courts He revealed that 
a judgment and injunction obtained by the employes

then, 
newspapers, 
broadcasters, opposing players and fans have cenerallv 
adopted the change. 
It was hardly that way when Cassius Marcellus Clay 
Jr. told the world that he had become right before their 
very eyes, Muhammad Ali 
“ I think.” said Abdul-Jabbar. “that Clay's transition 
was harder because he was so much more controversial, 
what with his stand on the war “ 
Ali changed his name at the same time, in 1967. that 
he announced he was a Black Muslim. This was scan 
for the Establishment press. The Muslims appeared an 
awesome dark threat to conventional ways of lift 
The 
threat has since diminished a great deal, with the growth 
of the Black Panthers.) So cynicism and a kind of fear 
kept many from calling Ali Ali.

very big barred perch on their steelhead lure*, with one 
near four pounds landed. The sand bar is still in place, and 
so far no steelhead have been able to get in to the lagoon A 
few have been seen off Santa Rosa Creek, where tin sand 
bar is down, and the fish can get up to spawn But the creek 
is in pretty poor shape to support steelhead as vet It will

The first part deals with migration as applies to Oregon 
and goes on to say. that one of natures fascinating wavs of 
protecting her brood in winter months is hibernation There 
are many theories with regard to thi' but sulfice to say 
some animals go into deep sleep when the climate g e t* to a 
point where it is uncomfortable If this happens in summer, 
it is called aestivation 
Whether winter or sum m er it 
involves a long period of torpor accompanied by a ^low 
down of body functions 
Bears do not hibernate They may crawl into a hole and 
sleep for several weeks at à time, but the heart beat 
respiration, and temperature remain much the same as 
when awake 
Such is the case with some bat* 
and 
chipmunks, skunks, racoons and badgers to name a tew 
Some small creatures remain fairly active during the 
winter months, such as beavers and muskrats who spend 
most of the time in a comfortable home They eat the roots 
and sticks they have collected during the sum m er months 
In hibernation animals may have a bod\ tem perature 
that approaches that of their surroundings if it drops below 
freezing, they may awake or just freeze to death Th» 
breathing rate of a hibernating animal may drop to one 
breath per 4 to 6 minutes, and heart beat will slow to 
between 1-20 and 1-40 ol the normal rate Response to 
outside stimuli is minimal or non existent

Lum Poc, little lake 


(ED ITO R 'S NOTE: The files of 
the R ecord and O’N eill's “ History of 
Santa Barbara C ounty” w ere the 
sources for this a r tic le .)

“ W hat’s in a nam e? That which 
we call a rose-by any other nam e 
would sm ell as sw eet ... ” In an off 
and on battle to keep the nam e of 
Lom poc, the citizen s never quite 
agreed 
with 
these 
lines 
from 
Shakespeare They liked the sound 
of 
the 
original 
appellation 
and 
fought to keep it Their rose w as a 
one of a kind variety. 
The story goes that the Chumash 
Indians who inhabited this valley 
gave the area its nam e. Once there 
w as a lake that spread across this 
region 
which 
the 
Indians called 
“ Lum P o c ” m eaning little lake or 
laguna 


The Spanish 
who arrived here 
called it m ore lyrically “ Lum poco. 
accenting the second syllable and 
making the o of that syllable long 
The Spaniards could understand the 
word Their Indian guides took them 
into the hills overlooking the mouth 
of the Santa Ynez R iver where the 
laguana form ed and repeated the 
word over and over 
By the tim e settlers began to 
arrive in the valley, the nam e had 
been A nglicized Most ot the native 
Indians w ere gone, and the long 
defunct m ission w as no longer a 
Spanish stronghold 
The founding fathers of Lom poc 
m odeled their city after Vineland. 
N .J. which w as a thriving tem p er­ 
ance com m unity. A fter Lom poc w as 
settled 
in. 
som e 
citizens 
got 
together and proposed that the nam e 


be changed to New Vineland 
The idea w as not well received 
The Lom poc Record stated at that 
tim e that “ Lompoc is too far gone to 
be supplanted The nam e don t (sic > 
sound so bad when one gets used to it 
. . . ” The idea fizzled 
A second try was made in 1939 
C K. 
Hardenbrook suggested that 
the city be called La Purisim a He 
thought that it sounded more attrac­ 
tive and that it lent an historic signi-, 
ficance to the town Once again local 
citizens stood their ground E very­ 
where that Hardenbrook broached 
the subject his ears echoed with a 
resounding “ No! ” 
The Chumash nam e rem ains to 
this day 
Strangers often m ispro­ 
nounce it. but they are soon set 
straight by the citizens who think a 
rose should be called a rose

Once again 


For the third time now. the County 
Board of Supervisors is being requested to 
jar loose nearly $25.000 from undistributed 
reserve funds for the setting up of a 
County-wide drug abuse coordinator. 
The request by the County Addiction and 
Drug 
Abuse Commission has changed 
somewhat from the first two requests. 
Prior requests sought in excess of $25,000 
and outlined an autonomous duties of such 
a coordinator. This time, however, the 
commission is requesting that the County 
Mental 
Health 
Services 
be 
granted 
additional funding in the amount of $25,000 
and that the coordinator come from the 
Mental Health Services department. 
Our first objections to the county-wide 
coordinator were based simply on the fact 
that the County has two departments,

Mental Health and County Health, that 
should oversee and coordinate a county- 
wide drug abuse program. Our second 
objection was the amount of funding. 


We are happy to see that the commission 
has 
seen 
the 
wisdom 
of 
putting 
coordination where it belongs — in an 
existing county department — without 
giving birth to another county department. 


Before the County supervisors unleash 
$25,000 
funding, 
however, 
we 
would 
strongly suggest that a report be given on 
present employes in the Mental Health 
Department whose primary present duties 
involve drug abuse. We frankly believe 
that the additional job of coordinating a 
county drug abuse program could simply 
be handed to one of the present employes.

energy that governs the m etabolism 
ot the earth 
Its effects even as 
things are — on w eather, currents, 
and tem perature - is critical. Its 
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potential u ses, if we com e to know
